"Washington, June 37.—"Inter- 


vention or invasion" in Mexico is 
not contemplated, and can not be 
construed i'rom orders given to Ad 
miral Howard to take GOO marines 
and bluejackets into Mexico near 
the Guayamas to rescue an Amer- 
ican colony threatened by an up- 
rising of Yaqui Indians. 


This w.is emphatically and of- 


ficially declared by high officials. 
They stated orders to Howard 
should not and" could not be re- 
garded as being a change in the 
administration's "hands off" Mex 
ican policy, or even as a step to- 
ward armed intervention. 


Howard Sails. 


Admiral Howard sails from San 


Diego barracks for Tobari, just 
south of Guaymas and only twen- 
ty-four miles from where the 
American colonists are being be- 
sieged by the Yaquis, about 400 
strong and well armed. 


None of the foreigners has been 


killed, according to official 
re- 


ports, but the Indians have raided 
several ranches and fired shots at 
the tenants. 


"Jockeying" of Carranza and 


-Villa in a race for United Stat.es 
recognition is being carefully ob- 
served by officials. Press agents 
of both factions are busily spread^ 
ing propaganda here, paying for 
large newspaper display advertise 
ments and having well organized 
juntas at work. 


Reports .Conflict. " 


The Car"ra'hlista's "ire endeavor- 


ing to convince the resident that 
they control practically all of Mex 
ico and thpt military operations 
insure early and complete victory. 
These reports are not altogether 
sustained by reports of battle at 
Monterey, Saltillo and Leon. Sal- 
tillo is reported to have been cap- 
tured by the Villistas. 
Another 


report was that the Villistas had 
routed the enemy from Monterey. 


Against Mexico City. 


General Gonzales, chief of the 


southern Carranzista army, is re- 
ported to be bringing up reinforce 
ments for a campaign to take Mex 
ico City. 


The Villista junta asserted that 


three peace offers had been ignor- 
ed by Carranza. One of these was 
said to have been made through 
the Brazilian minister at Mexico 
City, who is acting for the United 
States, by Conventionalists Presi- 
dent Chazare, proposing a thirty 
day armistice for a peace confer- 
ence. 


Says Troops Unnecessary. 


"Washington, June 17.—Govern- 


or Maytorena of the state of So-j 
nora advised the United States it 
would be unnecessary to land any 
of Admiral Howard's forces to res 
cue or protect the American col- 
onists, as he would furnish troops 
for the purpose. 
Admiral How- 


ard's orders will remain unchang- 
ed, however, and he will be ex- 
pected to act with wide discretion 
in any emergency.
